In 1868,
the Western Maryland Railroad was extended from Union Bridge
and the town was laid out by Daniel P. Sayler. The community
became an important commercial center for the region, and was
renamed Detour.

Description: The Detour Historic District is located on the east
side of Double Pipe Creek just north of the location where the
Little Pipe Creek and Big Pipe Creek flow together to form the
Double Pipe Creek. The location was important in the late 18th
century because the river provided power for the mill village
created here by Joshua Delaplane. The location of the village
between the Double Pipe Creek and the Western Maryland Railway
tracks provides a compact community that flourished until the
mid-20th century.

Detour is a village of about 22 houses and business structures
that primarily date from the late 19th century. Most of the
houses standing today date from after 1868, when the Western
Maryland Rdilroad was extended to this village, which was then
known as Double Pipe Creek. Several floods-have.damaged . the
properties in Detour and caused some rebuilding of the community
at various intervals.

The architecture relies mainly on the regional vernacular style
of the late 19th and early 20 centuries displaying national
influences of the rural Victorian styles. The basic form of the
regional farmhouse is dressed up with Victorian period designs
such as wood siding scored to resemble stone block (7576
Middleburg Road), ‘projecting bay ' windows (7539 Middleburg Road),
ornamental window frames (7575 Middleburg Road), and porches
throughout the village with ormamental bracket trim.

The individual structures in Detour are ‘listed as sites Carr-1161
" through Carr-1185.

W. Sweigart in-the 1890s as part of a series of town histories
published in the. Carroll Record, a newspaper published in ;
Taneytown.- This history describes the founding of the community
and the erection of some of the buildings in town. R

The town began in 1794 as a mill village located on a portion of
the 600 acre patent known as "Prosperity" and owned by Joshua
Delaplane. Delaplane built a large grist mill, a saw mill and a
woolen mill.

According to Sweigart, Delaplane sold the property to Henry
Waesche in 1835, 1In 1849, it was sold to Henry McKinstry who
soon after sold some of the land to Daniel P. Sayler. When the
Western Maryland Railroad was extended from Union Bridge in 1868,
Sayler laid out the town. .. - ‘

Over the next several decades, Detour prospered as a commercial
center for the surrounding farming community. But during the
20th century, as the importance of the railroad diminished,
Detour prosperity languished. Today, the town stands relatively
unaltered from its early 20th century appearance.
